“The standard weight and fineness of the coins have been maintained with accuracy."* 

20. Standard weights and balances of prectston.—During the year the 
Government of India took into consideration the subject of the adjustment, ~ 
verification, and custody of the standard weights and balances of precision in 
the Mint and Assay Offices, and a Committee consisting of the Mint and Assay — 
Masters, Calcutta, was appointed to report on the subject. Their recommenda-* 
tions were adopted by the Government of India in the Resolution in this Depart-° 
ment, No. 4405, dated the 11th August 1888, which was published in the Gazette 
of India of the same date, and steps have since been taken to carry them into . 
effect. 

21. The Government of India also, after careful consideration of the proposal 
to close the Calcutta Mint, which originated with the Bombay Chamber of Com- 
merce, decided to retain the Mint because, amongst other reasons, the economy _ 
tesulting from the closure would be small compared with the many advantages 
resulting from the retention of two Mints. This decision was also published in 
the Gasette of India of the 23rd June 1888.

2. During the months immediately prece- 
ding the action now described, and since the 
attack on the post of Gnathong by the Tibetans, 
active operations have been suspended owing 
to the heavy rains, which, in this inhospitable 
region, preclude the movement of troops. 


The duty of the force has in consequence 
been confined to watching the enemy, and 
checking any material inroad into the protected 
territory of Sikkim. 


| ‘The Tibetans during this period had advanced 
| their forces, occupying and fortifying the Jalap 
and Pemberingo passes; and latterly, becoming 
emboldened, they had invaded the Kupup 
valley lying at the foot of the pa8ses on the 
Sikkim side. 


3. Brigadier-General Graham, acting on in- 
structions from head-quarters, did not interfere 
with the proceedings of the Tibetans, but waited 
for the breaking up of the rains to expel the 
| enemy from the invaded territory. 


His orders were to move when the weather 
eae to expel the enemy from the Sikkim 

tate, and to inflict exemplary punishment on 
them. He was atliberty to cross the passes into 
Tibet, and to follow the enemy as far as might 
be necessary to effect the above object, bearing 
in mind that it was not desired to occupy Tibet, 
and that the force was to return to ikkim as 
soon as the defeat of the enemy had been com- .

From Brigadier-General T. Graham, Commanding the 
Sikkim Expeditionary Force, to the Adjutant-General 
in India,—(No. 147, dated Camp Gnathong, and 
October, 1888). 


I have the honor to forward, for the inform- | 


ation of His Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief, a report of the operations resulting in the 
capture of the passes leading into Tibet, and 
the defeat of the Tibetan army commanded 
by Gnabu Depen, 

2, At daybreak on the morning of the 24th 
ultimo, it could be seen from Fort Gnathong 
that the Tibetans had occupied in force the 
whole range of hills from the Tukola Peak on the 
west, past Mount Paul, to.the Trigonometrical 
point on the east, and had also placed an ad- 
vanced post on an isolated hill in the upper 
Gnathong valley. The greater part of this posi- 
tion, which is nearly three miles in length, 
appeared to be strengthened by a stone wall 
some three or four feet in height. The enemy 
announced his presence by loud shouts and the 
frequent discharge of jinjals, and also: some 
cannon of a larger size, which were placed at 
imtervals, Considering that the position could 
hot have been copied until some time after dark 

© previous evening, I estimate that at least 7,000 
en must have been at work during the night. 


3: As it soon became evident that the Tibet- 
ans did not intend to advance nearer to Gna- 
thong, I decided to assume the offensive.
